READING  LETTerJjke  getting  TqVi^IT  1930  S  COAL 


Too  much  of  our  history  is  lost  because  the  people  who  lived  it  don't  think  anyone  else 
would  be  interested. 

That's  partly  because  young  people  usually  aren't.  They  get  tired  of  hearing  their  parents' 
and  grandparents'  stories  about  the  Good  Old  Days  and  tune  them  out. 

But  years  later,  they  suddenly  find  themselves  sitting  around  a  funeral  home,  trying  to  re¬ 
member  those  stories,  wishing  they  had  listened  more  closely  and  either  recorded  them  or 
written  them  down. 

Last  week,  after  a  suspicious  fire  burned  one  of  the  historic  cabins  at  Windy  Hollow  Camp 
&  Recreation  Area,  lone  Miller  Jones  sent  me  a  description  of  the  old  company  store  at  her 
parents'  T.R  Miller  Coal  Co.  mine  in  Windy  Hollow  in  the  1930's. 

Since  most  of  us  have  never  been  inside  a  coal  company  store,  I  thought  it  was  worth  shar¬ 
ing  and  preserving.  "Pop  was  then  in  the  coal  mining  business,  along  with  farming,"  Jones 
wrote.  "Mother  ran  the  company  store— a  tile  block  building.  In  front  near  the  covered 
porch,  was  the  gas  pump. 

"The  store  itself  was  one  big  long  room  which  was  used  for  mining  supplies,  like  dynamite, 
powder  and  carbide  for  headlamps  miners  wore  on  their  caps,  and  maybe  tools  and  other 
storage.  There  were  usually  several  loafers  in  the  store,  mostly  miners. 

"Most  of  the  sales  were  either  on  credit  or  with  company  "flickers"  (scrip  issued  by  the  coal 
company's  in  lieu  of  cash.)  The  inside  of  the  store  was  lined  with  shelves  from  floor  to  top, 
with  a  wooden  counter  in  front  of  the  shelves.  The  tile  walls  were  exposed  in  back  of  the 
shelves. 

"My  memory  of  one  side  is  of  fabric,  bolts,  a  lot  of  vintage  shoes  that  my  father  had  bought 
somewhere  and  I  don't  remember  what  else. 

"Somewhere  on  that  counter  was  a  bread  case  delivered  and  stocked  by  the  Honey  Krust 
Bakery  delivery  truck.  Bread  sold  for  10  cents  a  loaf. 

"Past  the  shelves  was  big  scale  for  weighing  coal  trucks  that  drove  into  a  covered  shed. 

The  weight  was  recorded  manually  on  the  inside.  Pop  had  a  contract  for  coal  delivered  to  the 
"light  plant"  in  Owensboro. 

"As  1  remember,  past  that,  further  down  the  wall  was  a  big  wall  refrigerated  with  numerous 
glass  and  wooden  doors.  In  that  were  perishables,  cheeses  and  bologna,  other  lunch  meats 
and  bacon.  Many  local  miners  would  order  a  sandwich  of  bologna  and  cheese  which  had  to 
be  sliced  from  large  rolls.  We  later  got  a  manual  sheer,  which  had  a  round  steel  slicing  blade 


turned  by  a  handle. 

"Toward  the  back  in  the  center  of  the  floor  was  the  coal  heating  stove.  Mother  usually  built 
the  fire  very  early  in  the  morning." 

"Whoever  was  "keeping  store"  waited  on  the  customers,  filling  their  order  from  the  stocked 
shelves,  no  self  service. 

"Nearly  always  there  was  a  stalk  of  bananas  and  a  barrel  of  sugar  and  other  things  I  cannot 
recall.  On  the  counter  was  a  scale  for  weighing  pound  goods  like  cheese  and  bologna,  also  a 
roll  of  brown  paper  to  tear  off  for  wrapping. 

"Then,  the  candy  counters  on  toward  the  front  of  the  store,  with  many  pieces  of  penny 
candy  and  five-cent  bars  like  Butterfingers,  Mounds,  Baby  Ruth,  Milky  Way  and  others.  A 
penny  candy  I  particularly  remember  and  liked  was  an  unwrapped,  tri-colored  coconut  piece 
with  one  stripe  of  pink,  one  of  chocolate  and  one  of  white. 

"Upstairs,  there  were  two  big  rooms,  with  another  smaller  one  in  the  back  over  the  part  that 
was  the  powder  room  downstairs.  Entrance  to  the  upstairs  was  via  the  outside  stairway. 

"These  upstairs  rooms  were  pretty  versatile  through  the  years.  I  remember  them  being  used 
as  the  boys'  dorm,  sleeping  quarters  and  later  used  as  storage  for  the  new  Ames  furniture  that 
Pop  dealt  for  in  a  coal  swap  —  overstuffed  living  room  suites  and  also  bedroom  and  dining 
room  furniture  for  miners. 

"Our  house  was  heated  by  coal.  Before  electricity  came  through  the  country,  we  used  coal 
oil  lamps  (kerosene).  In  the  front  yard  was  a  water  well,  which  supplied  us  plenty  of  good 
water. 

"Behind  the  store  building  was  a  blacksmith  shop  near  the  barn  for  shoeing  horses  and  any 
other  things  like  welding,  again  fired  by  coal. 

"Behind  that  were  two  small  two-room  tile  block  houses,  where  coal  miners  and  their  fami¬ 
lies  lived.  There  were  other  two-room  houses  for  miners  scattered  throughout  the  area." 

I  don't  know  about  you,  but  I  enjoyed  the  visit.

Borderland 


Collecting  scrip  from  states  whose  adjacent  borders  both  produced  coal  can  be 
perplexing  but  still  can  be  enjoyable.  Tug  River  separates  West  Virginia  and  Ken¬ 
tucky  and  both  sides  produced  coal.  Mingo  County,  WV  borders  Martin  and  Pike 
County  Ky  and  all  three  counties  were  heavy  producers  of  coal.  The  N&W  Railroad 
was  on  the  WV  side  of  the  river  but  many  mines  were  located  in  KY  and  had  WV  ad¬ 
dresses. 

Earlston  Coal  Co.  was  located  in  Martin  County,  KY  across  the  Tug  River  opposite 
Kermit,  WV  and  carr\es  a  Kermit  address. 

Winco  Block  was  located  about  a  mile  above  Naugatuck,  WV  in  Martin  County  but 
carries  a  WV  address  also.  Winco's  coal  was  conveyed  across  the  river  to  the  tipple 
on  the  WV  side. 

Borderland  Coal  Corp.  is  another  large  concern  which  did  the  same  as  above  but 
was  located  in  Pike  County,  KY.  Borderland  scrip  is  not  particularly  hard  to  find  and 
there  is  a  wide  variety  to  choose  from. 

However,  when  you  start  analyzing  your  collection,  you  will  see  that  there  is  more 
variety  than  you  suspected. 

The  A  series  is  mixed  and  should  be  separated  into  A,  B,  and  possibly  C.  Border¬ 
land  Coal  Co.,  Corporation  and  Corp.'  are  bundled  into  the  A  classif  ication.  In  addition 
there  are  two  reverses.  One  has  a  solid  number  and  one  has  open  numbers  with  ser¬ 
rations. 

An  unlisted  10  cent  piece  with  solid  numbers  has  been  found  recently.  In  addition 
to  this  you  have  the  B  and  C  series,  which  have  cutouts  of  1  and  2  and  the  D  series 
which  have  cutouts  of  1  and  2  and  the  D  series  which  is  octagon  and  is  marked  Bor¬ 
derland  Collieries  Co. 

If  this  is  not  confusing  enough  you  also  have  the  Borderland  Coal  Co.  at  Armen  in  Bi- 
Metal  with  a  1913  date  on  the  obverse.  Armen  is  located  just  a  short  distance  below 
Borderland. 

I  suspect  that  there  are  many  pieces  of  Borderland  still  waiting  to  be  discovered. 

Whether  you  collect  WV  or  KY  you  will  enjoy  collecting  Borderland.
